Note A - Organization

Beard Financial Services, Inc. is a fully-disclosed registered securities broker/ dealer of securities
under The Securities and Exchange Act of 1934 and is a member of The National Association of
Securities Dealers (NASD).

Note B — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

Estimates-The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting
principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts
of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financials
statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual
results could differ from those estimates.

Accounts Receivable-Accounts receivable are reported at the amount management expects to collect
on balances outstanding at year-end. Management closely monitors outstanding balances and writes
off, as of year-end, all balances that have not been collected by the time the financial statements are
issued.

Income Taxes-The Company, with the consent of its shareholder, has elected under the Internal
Revenue Code to be an S Corporation as of March 2, 2001, the Company's date of incorporation. The
stockholder of an S Corporation is taxed on his proportionate share of the Company's taxable
income. Therefore, no provision or liability for federal income taxes has been included in the
financial statements.

Financial Instruments With Off-Balance-Sheet Risk-In the normal course of business, the
Company’s customer activities involve the execution, settlement, and financing of various customer
securities transactions. These activities may expose the Company to off-balance-sheet risk in the
event the customer or other broker is unable to fulfill its contracted obligations and the Company
has to purchase or sell the financial instrument underlying the contract at a loss. Management is not
aware of any material transactions as of December 31, 2003 that could cause a potential obligation.

Amortization-The Company software is amortized using the straight-line method over its estimated
useful life of three years.

Note C - Capital Stock

The Company has authorized 850 shares of common stock without par value; 100 shares are issued
and outstanding at a stated value of $1 per share.

Note D - Cash Flow Disclosure

The Company paid no interest or income taxes in 2003.

Note E - Net Capital Requirements

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC) uniform net capital rule
(Rule 15¢3-1). The rule requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that the ratio
of aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not exceed 15 to 1. Net capital and
aggregate indebtedness change from day to day, but at December 31, 2003, the Company's ratio of
aggregate indebtedness to net capital was .32 to 1. Net capital, as defined, was $88,950 which
exceeded the minimum required amount of $50,000 by $38,950.

Note F — Related Party Transactions

Personnel services and office space is provided by Beard Pension Services at no charge. Both
companies share common ownership.

In fulfilling this
responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits
and related costs of controls and of the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding
paragraph and to assess whether those practices and procedures can be expected to achieve the SEC's
above-mentioned objectives. Two of the objectives of internal control and the practices and
procedures are to provide management with reasonable but not absolute assurance that assets for
